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Diarrhcea  and  Measles. 

The  two  most  fatal  Zymotic  diseases  during  the  year 
were  diarrhcea  and  measles  ; 19  of  the  former  and  19  of 
the  latter  were  registered. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of  Diarrhcea  were 
notified  in  the  whole  district  ; the  disease  assumed  a more 
virulent  form  in  the  months  of  August,  September,  and 
October,  when  1 3 cases  proved  fatal. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty  eight  cases,  and  ten  deaths 
are  attributed  to  scarlet  fever  during  the  year. 

The  houses  were  disinfected,  and  the  walls  repapered 
and  limewashed,  and  3 cases  were  sent  to  the  isolation 
hospital. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

1 wenty  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  notified,  and 
six  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year.  Of 
this  number  4 deaths  occurred  at  Choppington,  one  at 
Sleekburn,  and  one  at  Barrington. 

I he  disease  has  been  more  prevalent  and  more  fatal 
at  Choppington  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  district. 

Bycloride  of  Mercury  was  supplied  in  each  case  as  a 
disinfectant. 
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As  the  drainage  at  Choppington  is  effected  principally 
with  field  pipes,  which  get  blocked  ; they  should  be  re- 
moved, and  sanitary  water-tight  drains  with  gully  traps 
substituted. 

Diseases  of  Respiratory  Organs. 

Phthisis  Pulmonalis  was  the  cause  of  32  deaths,  and 
Bronchitis,  including  cases  of  pneumonio,  40  deaths  during 
the  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Eleven  deaths  from  whooping  cough  have  been 
registered  during  the  year. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  children  registered  as  dying  under  one 
year  of  age  in  the  entire  district  is  154,  representing  a

The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  higher  than  in  the  previous 
year.  This  is  principally  due  to  deaths  from  diarrhoea, 
typhoid  fever,  and  scarlet  fever. 

The  mean  thermometer  readings  were  higher  than 
usual  in  the  summer  quarter,  which  may  account  for  the 
prevalence  of  diarrhoea  all  over  the  district. 

As  typhoid  fever  is  a reliable  test  of  sanitary  condi- 
tion, Choppington  has  not  been  an  exception  to  the  rule, 
having  contributed  three  fourths  of  the  deaths  in  the  whole 
district. 


SANITARY  WORK. 

ASHPITS  AND  PRIVIES. 

During-  the  year  44  ashpits  have  been  built,  and  four  defective 
privies  repaired. 

DEFECTIVE  HOUSES. 

Four  defective  houses  have  been  repaired  and  made  habitable. 

BLOCKED  DRAINS. 

Thirty  nine  blocked  drains  have  been  cleared,  and  ninety  notices 
for  abatement  of  nuisance  served. 


IO  MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  TO  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

NEW  SEWER. 

Eight  hundred  yards  of  new  sewer  have  been  laid  at  Scotland 
Gate.  Five  hundred  and  twenty  four  yards  have  been  laid  at  Bed- 
lington  ; and  Coach  Road  has  been  improved. 

Tenders  for  the  improvement  of  Choppington  road  are  to  be 
considered  by  the  Council,  and  all  that  could  be  desired  has  been 
done  in  keeping  the  privies  and  ashpits  in  a good  sanitary  condition. 

WORKSHOPS. 

The  workshops  have  been  inspected,  and  I am  glad  to  say  have 
all  the  sanitary  appliances  required  by  the  Act. 

Four  patients  have  been  sent  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
at  the  expense  of  the  District  Council. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  drainage  in  the  Choppington  district  is  defective. 

The  main  Sewer  at  Choppington  Guide  Post  is  choked,  and 
many  of  the  house  drains  which  discharge  into  it  are  in  the  same 
condition.  A new  sewer  should  be  laid  down  as  early  as  possible, 
and  the  old  drains  along  with  the  old-fashioned  iron  traps  should 
be  removed  and  be  relaid  with  Sanitary  Water-tight  Drains. 

The  Council  should  adopt  “Bye-laws”  as  to  lighting,  ventilat- 
ing,  and  drainage  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  district,  as  many 
at  Choppington  are  ill  ventilated  and  damp,  and  others  are  little 
better  than  small  pantries. 

I he  “ Notification  Act  ” should  be  adopted.
